pansion  loops  for  hot  water  heat 
exchangers  utilized  by  the  field- 
house. 

Together,  they  form  utility 
tunnels  enclosing  heat,  electri- 
cal and  telephone  equipment. 
By  virtue  of  the  super-heated 
water  circulation  in  pipes  in 
the  tunnels,  the  sidewalks  are 
warmed  sufficiently  to  ward 
off  winter’s  sign. 

BRIEFLY,  the  hot  water 
comes  from  the  heating  plant 
at  400  degrees  F.  (double  the 
boiling  point)  and  is  kept  under 
pressure  to  prevent  it  from 
turning  into  steam  in  the  pipes. 

This  water  is  used  to  turn 
the  water  of  the  individual 
building  systems  into  steam  at 
lower  temperatures  and  pres- 
sures to  heat  the  various  build- 
ings. 

THEN  THE  super-heated  wa- 
ter returns  to  the  heating  plant 
where  it  is  again  reheated  and 
pumped  through  the  circle. 

The  heat  exchanger  system  is 
kept  outside  the  buildings  to 
avoid  complications  should  a 
leak  arise.  The  physical  plant  is 
doing  the  work.

The  National  Science  Founda- 
tion has  awarded  a grant  of 
$11,795  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity for  a “Research  Partici- 
pation Program  for  High  School 
Teachers.”

The  program  is  scheduled  to 
begin  this  month.  It  is  designed 
to  permit  six  high  school  teach- 
er participants  to  be  co-re- 
searchers with  distinguished 
members  of  the  BYU  science 
staff.  The  Departments  of 
Chemistry,  Geology,  Physics, 
Botany,  and  Zoology  will  co- 
operate in  the  program. 

According  to  Dr.  Lane  Comp- 
ton, coordinator  of  physical  sci- 
ence education  at  BYU,  most 
high  school  teachers  have  had 
no  experience  as  researchers. 
Yet  they  are  still  expected  to 
prepare  high  school  pupils  for 
professional  science  courses  in 
colleges. 

This  high  school  teacher  train- 


ing program  is  expected  to  help 
make  these  teachers  more  effec- 
tive. Past  programs  have  shown 
this  to  be  true,  and  the  high 
school  teachers  have  accom- 
plished a significant  amount  of 
professional  research. 

The  high  school  teachers  will 
engage  in  their  research  in  the 
University’s  laboratories  in  field 
studies  in  geology  and  botany, 
and  in  the  observatory  which 
houses  the  University’s  new  24- 
inch  research  type  reflecting 
telescope. 


B.  Delworth  Gardner,  associ- 
ate professor  of  economics  at 
Brigham  Young  University  has 
been  awarded  a research  fellow- 
ship by  the  Ford  Foundation. 

One  of  only  34  given  faculty 
fellowship  grants.  Dr.  Gardner 
will  study  the  economics  of  mul- 
tiple use  of  publicly  owned  re- 
sources. 

The  Ford  Foundation  annual- 
ly makes  presentations  of  grants 
and  fellowships  to  predoctorai 
graduate  students  and  faculty 
members  in  business  adminis- 
tration and  economics. 

Candidates  are  selected  with 
the  assistance  of  an  advisory 
committee  in  the  participating 
university.
